The fallowing verbatim copy of a letter 


in writing trhieli is the handwriting c 
John Wilbes Booth, the murderer of Pres 
idem Lincoln, has been furnished us by 
the IIjn. William Milliard, United State 
Marshal of the Eastern District of Penn 
sylvania. It was handed over to that offi 
cer by John S. Clark, who is a brother-in 
law of Mr. Booth. The history connectei 
with it ia somewhat peculiar. * In Xovem 
ber, 1804, the paper vras deposited will 
Sir. Clarke by Booth, in a scaled envelope 
"for safe keeping," Mr. Clarke being ii» 
norant of its contents. 
In January" la's 


Booth called at Mr. Clarke's house, askec 
for the package and it was given up to him 
It is now supposed that nt that time li 
took out the paper and added to it his sig 
nature, which appears to be in a diuereu 
ink from that used in the body of the let 
ter, and also from the language employed 
could not have been put to it origimally 
Afterward he returned the package to Mi- 
Clarke again for safe keeping, sealed nni 
bearing the superscription "J \V'lke 
Booth." 


The inclosure was preserved by the fam 


ily without suspicion of its nature. 
Af- 


ter the afllictinjj information of the assas- 
sination of the President, which came up- 
on tiie family of Mr. Clarks with crush 
ing f.ircp, it was considered proper to open 
the c-.iveljpo. There were found in it the 
folWing paper, with some Seven-thirf 
United States ]>m js, and iv?rtifieatM of 
shares in oil companies. 
Mr. Clarke 


promptly handed over the paper to Mar 
shal Millward, in whose custody it now 
remains. From a perusal of this paper i 
seems to have been prepared by Booth, as 
a vindication of some desperate act which 
he had in contemplation: and from the 
language used it is probable it was a plot 
to abduct the President »ud carry him ol 
to Virginia. 
If this wa? meditated, it fail 


ed, and from making a prisoner of the 
President to his assassination was an easy 
step for a mau of perverted principles, ll 
also appears that lloaJh was one of the 
party-who was engagej in Hie capture and 
execution of John Brown, (.f 0-.--awatto- 
mie, at which time lie doubtless imbibed 
from Wise and his associates those detest 
able sentiments of cruelty which have 
culminated in an infamous crime.
